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Back on February 2, 1987 
when we decided to hire Dale to 
work in the Water and Sewer 
Department I remember Stan Hilliard, one of the ae, say- 
ing, “Dale will be good dependable help. He worked for me and 
I Know. ” Stan was right. 


I could always depend on Dale to be wherever or do whatev- 
er needed to be done: keeping the Wastewater Plant going for 16 
years without a state or federal violation, helping change a truck 
axle on Thornton Gore Road in a snowstorm or nearly drowning 
under house to fix a broken water line. Dale was certainly 
dependable - ALWAYS THERE. 


Dale liked everybody except maybe state inspectors and he 
and I even got to like one inspector real well but then she quit the 
state and went into the real estate business. Everybody, near as I 
can figure, liked Dale. 


During the last census the federal government hired a census 


taker that, let’s say, wasn’t a native New Englander, who showed 
up at the sewer plant and kept insisting to Dale that he had to list it 
as living quarters. Dale tried his best to convince him there were no 
living quarters there. Now, thinking back, maybe the census taker 
was more right than not. Dale lived for that sewer plant and was 
forever there checking it before hours and after. Today, police and 
fire people have a new saying 24/7. Long before they started that, 
Dale was 24/7 — 365. 


Once when an old man lived down in back of the drugstore and 
had no heat, Dale donated some of his own dry firewood from 
home to help him out. Old Andy didn’t have much, but he gave us 
two eggs and a candy bar when we delivered the wood. Dale would 
always share what he had and in turn all that knew him would 
share with him. 


One thing I might mention. Probably 3 or 4 times a year we 
would get a call that Dale was out of gas somewhere. Actually he 
wasn’t, but he was going so slow people thought he was stopped. 
He could drive further on fumes, (which was usually all he had left 
in the gas tank) than most of us could go on a full tank. 


When the phone was for Dale and he said just a minute, he had 
to be REALLY close by! 


We have a saying on the wall in the town garage “It’s not just a 
job-—it’s an adventure.” That might rub some the wrong way to 
think what we do is just an adventure, but Dale, I’m sure, wouldn’t 
care if it did. 


Not long after Dale started for the Town we had an adventure 
we often laughed about: 


We were delivering annual town reports using an old junk 
police cruiser that had been handed down to the sewer department. 
Somehow, when we turned into one yard, we kind of missed the 
driveway and got stuck in the garden. Dale borrowed a shovel off 
the porch and we shoveled and pushed but couldn’t get out. Finally, 
we radioed for a truck and chain. We pulled the car out and put the 
shovel back on the porch, but when we tried to deliver the town 


report, the poor woman in the house had the door locked and barri- 
caded. She didn’t know who those guys were but she didn’t need 
that report bad enough to unlock the door. 


Yes, it wasn’t always a job; sometime it was an adventure. 


We all can truly say Dale will be missed 
and never forgotten.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


The past year was highlighted by many positive changes in 
your town government but we are now saddened by the recent 
passing of long-time employee Dale Whitman. Dale’s dedication, 
positive attitude and work ethic was inspirational to many. He will 
be remembered and missed. 


This past June marked the retirement of Deanna Mackay from 
the front office after some 27 years of dedicated sérvice. Deanna 
served the town in virtually every capacity over the years and 
maintained that important continuity during many different Boards 
of Selectmen. Deanna has retained her elected position of tax col- 
lector. 


Sandy Dovholuk and Barbara Avery took on the enormous task 
of running the front office. Sandy is the Selectmen’s Administrative 
Assistant and Barbara is Town Clerk but their duties go far beyond 
the basic job descriptions. Over the past few months alone for 
example, they have fully computerized most of the office book- 
keeping functions and instituted a new departmental budget system 
that gives the Selectmen and Budget Committee far greater details 
on the costs to operate each department. 


This year saw construction begin on a new sewer treatment 
plant clarifier that will allow the town to be in compliance with 
State mandates in the event of an emergency. Meanwhile, the Lost 
River Road sewer extension project has been stalled again as the 
bids for the project came in significantly over the engineers’ best 
estimates. The Selectmen and Public Works Department are look- 
ing at various options to get that project underway. 


The Town of Woodstock is fortunate to have good, hard work- 
ing dedicated employees in all departments from police and fire 
and public works to administrative. We also have solid volunteer 
committees from Planning Board and Budget Commitee to 
Supervisors of the Checklist. It’s these people that help Woodstock 
retain its small town character in an increasingly complex world.

It has been another busy year at North Country Council. We 
continued to complete a number of local and regional projects for 
all of our 51 communities throughout the region. Summaries of 
some of these projects are as follows:

¢ Participated in the update of 12 master plans and zoning ordi- 
nances for member communities. 


¢ Coordinated the Law Lecture Series for the Office of State 
Planning. 


Environmental Planning:

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of solid waste and hazardous waste management.

Major programs for the year 2003 will be completion of our five- 
year update of the Comprehensive Economic Development 
Strategy (CEDS), the development of a Regional Plan (transporta- 
tion, natural resources, economic development, community plan- 
ning) and the continued assistance of solid waste management with 
an emphasis on conducting town evaluations on their solid waste 
management practices. 


Our overall goal, however, remains the same: to provide sup- 
port and leadership to the region, its governments, businesses and 
citizens.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


West Nile Virus 
As we have seen in the past year, West Nile Virus is on the 
increase. It was first seen in the State of New Hampshire in 2002. 
West Nile Virus normally lives in birds and is passed bird to bird 
by some types of mosquitos. West Nile is then spread to humans by 
the bite of an infected mosquito. Young children and persons-older 
than 50 years of age have the highest risk of severe disease. 


From June to October, when mosquitoes are most active, take 
the following precautions: 


° Protective clothing such as long pants, long sleeved shirts, 
and socks should be worn if outside during the evening, nighttime 
and dawn hours. This is the time when mosgitoes are most active. 


¢ Remove all discarded tires from your property. The used tire 
has become the most important domestic mosquito breeding habi- 
tat. 


¢ Dispose of tin cans, plastic container, ceramic pots, or similar 
water holding containers. DO NOT overlook containers that have 
become overgrown by aquatic vegetation. 


¢ Drill holes in the bottom of recycling containers that are left 
out of doors. 


¢ Clean and chlorinate swimming pools, and outdoor hot tubs. 
If not in use, keep empty and covered. 


¢ Drain water from pool covers. 
¢ Aerate ornamental pools or stock them with fish. 


¢ Eliminate any standing water that collects on your property. 
Use landscaping as needed. Mosquitoes will develop in any puddle 
that lasts more than 4 days. 


¢ Remind or help neighbors to eliminate breeding sites on their 
properties.

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WHITE MOUNTAIN MENTAL HEALTH & 
DEVELOPMENTAL SERVICES 
Director’s Report-2002 


The past year has been one of unprecedented demand on the 
mental health system, both locally and nationally. It does not 
require any special training in behavioral health to recognize the 
increased incidence of anxiety, depression and substance abuse in 
our communities. Most people reading this report will be easily 
able to identify the impact of these issues on their own lives. These 
symptoms often go untreated and lead to marital problems, 
impaired job performance, emotional and physical abuse of chil- 
dren and even suicide. This is a time of pervasive concern about 
the stability of the world, personal economic and job stability and 
the general safety of our environment. Children, especially, are 
often unable to understand and manage these feelings, and are 
therefore especially vulnerable. 


With this as a backdrop, it is distressing to report to you that 
White Mountain Mental Health and Developmental Services is less 
able to meet the demands of the average person in our community 
than we were at this time last year. Shrinking reimbursements and 
increasing costs have meant that we are having increased difficulty 
in recruiting, retaining and adequately compensating staff to pro- 
vide needed services. We struggle daily with many more referrals 
for care than we can manage. It is ironic that mental health services 
are not seen as a priority by society, in spite of the escalation of 
personal and societal distress. This is clearly an era of crisis for our 
system of care. 


There is some good news! We continue to work very hard to 
maintain quality, and we are succeeding. Our mental health staff is 
highly trained, well respected and extremely dedicated. We contin- 
ue to prioritize services to children, and our efforts as lead agency 
for the CARE-NH federal grant has meant that children continue to 
come home from costly out-of-district placements to live with their 
families. We can also be proud of the fact that people who receive 
our services report overwhelmingly that our intervention in their 
lives made a positive difference. Our agency placed first in the 
State in “key performance indicators” of effective mental health 


50 


treatment. Our developmental service program, Common Ground, 
has become a model for the State and has developed a national rep- 
utation for innovative and effective supports to persons with devel- 
omental disabilities. Common Ground was recently awarded a 
nationally competitive grant from the University of Montana to 
implement self directed business and career development for indi- 
viduals with severe and multiple disabilities. There is much to cele- 
brate, even in this difficult time. 


This year is a particularly appropriate time to thank you, our 
neighbors, for your support over the past thirty years.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate and coor- 
dinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To 
help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL 
outside burning. Fire permits are mandatory for all outside burning 
unless the ground where the burning is to be done (and surrounding 
areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227- 
L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of 
New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail, plus suppression cost. 


A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash 
buring (RSA 125-N). Contact New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services at (800) 498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us 
for more information.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
2002 


The Woodstock Police Department had another busy year. The 
number of general calls for service and motor vehicle accidents 
were up substantially. This was offset by the number of arrests and 
investigations declining compared to 2001. Along with our own 
activity we assisted other area police departments, NH State Police, 
NH Fish & Game, USDA Forest Service and the Grafton County 
Sheriff’s Department. 


We continued to provide other services in the community that 
complement our general police duties. Some of these services 
includes visits to the elderly and obtaining outside assistance for 
them as needed. We have continued with our animal control duties. 
We caught dozens of stray animals and brought them to local shel- 
ters along with issuing complaints and investigation of dog bites. 
We also handled a majority of the wild animal complaints in town, 
The bulk of those centered around the black bear. Sgt. Mack- 
Keeney continued with a wide array of programs including, but not 
limited to: School Safety program, DARE, OHRV Safety, holiday 
programs and the Veterans Day Assembly. 


Our personnel went through several changes this past year, 
Officer Alex Hutchins went to the Plymouth Police Department 
and Officer Jeffrey Meier left for a Corporal position with the 
Lincoln Police Department. We look forward to working with 
Corporal Meier in the future in Lincoln. Jeff was a valued member 
of the Woodstock Department and we were glad to see him stay in 
the area. Officer Hutchins still lives in the area and has stayed on as 
a part-time officer. 


Filling the vacancies were officers Katherine Brunelle and 
Jonathan Magoon. Both are experienced full time officers and we 
are fortunate to have them on our staff. Brunelle was in our depart- 
ment for several years and had gone to the NH Liquor Commission 
for approximately a year and a half. Brunelle will be assisting with 
prosecution, training and other duties within the department along 
with patrol. Officer Magoon is from the north country and has lived 
in Woodstock for several years. He has worked for NH Department 
of Corrections along with the Littleton and Lisbon Police 
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Departments. I am hopeful that we will not have any changes in the 
current staff for some time to come.

Our staff is able to respond quickly with needed informa- 
tion via electronic mail, keep up-to-date on the latest research and 
information, and work collaboratively with many agencies and 
organizations. 


Extension Staff: Tom Buob, Agricultural Resources; Ginny 
DiFrancesco, Water Quality; Kathleen Jablonski, 4-H Youth 
Development; Michal Lunak, Dairy Specialist; Deborah Maes, 
Family & Community Development; Northam Parr, Forest & 
Wildlife Resources; Robin Peters, Nutrition Connections; and 
Jacqueline Poulton, LEAP progrm. Educators are supported by 
Donna Mitton, Kristina Vaughan and Sharon Youngman. 


New or enhanced efforts during FY01 (October 2001 
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through September 2002) include: 


¢ ‘Nutrition Connections’ programs enrolled 164 low income 
family members in programs to modify diet and food preparation, 
skills and behavior and improve nutritional health. ‘Nutrition 
Connections’ collaborated with and marketed programs through 
over 60 agencies, health clinics, schools, welfare offices and shel- 
ters. 


¢ 4-H Leader Training for volunteers were held in gardening, 
public speaking, and water resources education. There are 102 
active leaders in 4-H, including 16 new volunteers. 470 country 
youth participated in 4-H activities. There are currently 32 active 
clubs. Three Grafton Co. 4-H’ers received college 
scholarships/awards from local funds established for that purpose. 


¢ Food safety certification progrms were held in 8 communi- 
ties, for food handling staff of nursing homes, schools, hospitals, 
senior centers and restaurants. About 70 participants passed the 
National SERVSAFE exam as a result. A Community Profile was 
held in Canaan. Land Conservation and Protection workshops were 
held in Sugar Hill and Rumney. 


¢ The LEAP program (Lifeskills for Employment, Achievement 
and Purpose) successfully ‘graduated’ eleven participants; seven 
have obtained full-time employment, three have earned GEDs, two 
have completed CNA training, and six have enrolled their children 
in State Licensed Child Care. 


¢ Thirty-eight Farm-Family participants completed Ag- 
Business courses in North Haverhill, a cooperative program with 
UVM that improves financial planning accounting, and manage- 
ment. More than 100 producers attended a West Lebanon confer- 
ence on Dairy Management Practices with a focus on financial 
management and profitability. Also in West Lebanon the New 
England Dairy Feed conference focused on forage production and 
management. 


* Current Use tax program information and assistance - includ- 
ing revised Forestland Stewardship criteria — was provided to com- 
munities, assessing officials and landowners through public meet- 
ings and direct counsultation, to help keep this open-space incen- 
tive strong. Extension referrals to private sector licensed foresters

resulted in new management plans on 15,000 acres, erosion control 
on 10 miles of roads and trails, and improved timber harvesting 
practices. The 15th Annual Grafton County Conservation Field 
Days at the County Farm taught 150 5th graders and their teachers 
about soils, water, wildlife, farm animals, forestry and gardening, 
just before black fly season! 


¢ Grant-funded research projects included phosphorous and 
nitrogen application guidelines and vegetative buffer utility to pro- 
tect water quality and farm profitability.

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REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Due to the resignation of several members of the Conservation 
Commission there is not an active commission in Woodstock 
presently. The Board of Selectmen is looking for a volunteer to 
chair the Conservation Commission as well as several interested 
residents willing to serve on this important committee. Anyone 
interested in being on this committee is asked to contact the town 
office and become involved. 


An explanation (job description) as per RSA 36-A:2 follows. 


A city or town which accepts the provisions of this chapter may 
establish a conservation commission, hereinafter called the com- 
mission, for the proper utilization and protection of the natural 
resources and for the protection of watershed resources of said city 
or town. Such commission shall conduct researches into its local 
land and water areas and shall seek to coordinate the activities of 
unofficial bodies organized for similar purposes, and may adver- 
tise, prepare, print and distribute books, maps, charts, plans and 
pamphlets which in its judgment it deems necessary for its work. It 
shall keep an index of all open space and natural, aesthetic or eco- 
logical areas within the city or town, as the case may be with the 
plan or obtaining information pertinent to proper utilization of such 
areas, including lands owned by the state or lands owned by a town 
or city. It shall keep an index of all marshlands, swamps and all 
other wet lands in a like manner, and may recommend to the city 
council or selectmen or to the department of resources and eco- 
nomic development a program for the protection, development or 
better utilization of all such areas. It shall keep accurate records of 
its meetings and actions and shall file an annual report which shall 
be printed in the annual town or municipal report. The commission 
may appoint such clerks and other employees or subcommittees as 
it may from time to time require. 
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REPORT OF THE WOODSTOCK PLANNING BOARD 


Dear Voters of Woodstock, 


The Planning Board continues to review subdivsions, work on 
the Town’s Master Plan and various ordinances, and conduct busi- 
ness that regularly comes before it. 


As you know, the Town adopted a telecommunication ordi- 
nance last March. We are happy to say that it has encouraged 
telecommunication service providers to locate any additional 
equipment on existing towers. We approved three modifications to 
two of the existing towers that should enhance service to not only 
Woodstock residents and visitors but to those traveling through or 
residing in neighboring communities. Without the ordinance 
encouraging service providers to “share” towers we may have 
faced requests for additional towers. Thank you. 


We plan to review ordinances under our jurisdiction this year. 
The Master Plan is finally nearly done! We are meeting extra 
Mondays to finish up. We estimate that a document will be com- 
plete and approved before next summer. Next we will work on the 
gravel excavation ordinance and subdivision ordinances. 


Good ideas came out of the survey we conducted. Feel free to 
continue to provide input. We intend to consider options at the 
Town’s disposal to assure the Town remains the “quaint small 
town” offering the “quality of life” currently enjoyed by residents 
and visitors and at the same time to guide Woodstock in the direc- 
tion of being a positive place to live and do business for genera- 
tions to come.

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SITE AND INFRASTRUCTURE IMPROVEMENTS 
Scenic View Mobile Home Park 
(renamed White Birches Estates) 


The Scenic View Mobile Home Park (renamed White Birch 
Estates) has been in existence for over 30 years and over that peri- 
od, several private mobile home park operators have owned and 
operated the Park. As is the case with many mobile home parks 
throughout New Hampshire, the owner/operator of the Scenic View 
Mobile Home Park did not invest adequate resources in the park’s 
general maintenance, operation and infrastructure. The park can 
accommoduate up to 31 manufactured homes. In early 2001, 16 
manufactured homes were paying rent at the park site and 13 are 
currently occupied. Unfortunately, over time, due to a lack of gen- 
eral maintenance and care on the part of the park owner, the condi- 
tions and infrastructure at the Scenic View Mobile Home park sigi- 
ficantly deteriorated and became blighted. In addition to an overall 
lack of maintenance and upkeep, the owner failed to keep current 
with the local real estate taxes and consequently the park residents 
withheld their rents. 


Consequently, White Birch Estates needs improvements to the 
road, water system, on-site septic system, electrical and overall site 
improvements. The total project cost is approximately, $990,000. 
In late January 2001, the Town submitted a $350,000 Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) and in July of that year 2001, 
the Governor and Executive Council approved the grant to the 
Town from the NH Office of State Planning. In September 2001, 
the Town executed a subrecipient agreement with the owners/resi- 
dents of the park (now incorporated as the Woodstock Cooperative 
Inc.) and “passed through” $330,000 to the Cooperative to enable 
the residents to purchase the park. Of that amount, the Cooperative 
paid approximately $125,000 to the Town in back real estate taxes. 
The balance of the project funds came directly to the Woodstock 
Cooperative Inc. in the form of a grant and loan from the Rural 
Development Administration/U.S. Department of Agriculture and a 
loan from the NH Community Loan Fund. Since the Cooperative’s 
purchase of the park, three new homes have located there on pre- 
approved lots. 
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The Rural Development Administration/USDA completed the 
loan and grant program closing with the Woodstock Cooperative 
Inc. in late May 2002. Martin Risley, P.E., a very experienced pro- 
fessional engineer with Clough, Harbour & Associates, assumed 
the role of Project Manager in late June 2002. Clough, Harbour & 
Associates completed the septic systems plans, reviewed them with 
the Woodstock Cooperative and submitted them to the NH 
Department of Environmental Services (DES) for final approval 
which is expected. William Mellett, the Town’s Superintendent of 
Public Works reviewed and approved the water system design. The 
plans and specifications have been submitted to the USDA for final 
review. 


The engineer has established a construction bid process and 
bids are expected by 2:00 P.M. on Tuesday, March 4, 2003 by the 
Woodstock Cooperative Inc. c/o Michael Conlon, P.O. Box 1287, 
North Woodstock, NH 03262. At that time, bids will be publicly 
opened and read at the site at that time. The selected contractor 
shall complete the work within 120 calendar days from the notice 
to proceed has been issued which will occur immediately after 
“mud season” has passed. There will be a $500 per day penalty if 
the work is not completed within that time frame. 


The Town conducted a public hearing for citizen participation 
and comment on Tuesday, August 6, 2002 at 6:00 P.M. at the Town 
Office, North Woodstock, NH. 


The Town requested an extension of the grant to December 31, 
2003. 


Gerald Coogan, a Planning & Development Consultant from 
New London, NH and former Executive Director of the North 
Country Council, prepared the CDBG grant application and cur- 
rently is administering the grant on behalf of the Town. The NH 
Community Loan Fund, through the services of Lynn Booth, con- 
tiues to provide technical assistance to the Woodstock Cooperative 
and coordinates with the Rural Development / USDA staff, 
Cooperative, project engineer and CDBG Grant Administrator. 
This assistance has facilitated communication and coordination 
among the engineer, the Cooperative, Town, NH OSP, and the 
USDA.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT 
2002 ANNUAL REPORT 


2002 was another successful recreation year thanks to many 
volunteers and donations! The Recreation Department would like 
to thank the many volunteers, coaches, other town departments and 
sponsors who gave their time and energy to assist the Recreation 
Department during 2002. 


In the winter of 2002 three new skylights were installed on the 
slope side of the game room (upstairs at the Kanc Recreation 
Area). This has allowed more natural light and fresh air into the 
room, as well as allowing people to see the slope while they are 
“hanging out” upstairs. In the Spring of 2002 the “field side” win- 
dow in the upstairs of the Kanc was replaced with one that can be 
opened. In the Summer of 2002 the Public Works Crew tore down 
the old wooden fence and horseshoe pits, replaced the missing and 
damaged boards on the dugouts, painted them, and installed new 
brown metal roofs. They also poured a concrete ramp for easier 
access into the main building. New soccer post pads were hung for 
safer play, and new fence guards pieces were purchased for the 
baseball outfield fence. Both of these items will be taken down for 
the winter and the soccer post pads will only be used when the nets 
are on the goals. All of these improvements, along with weekly 
ongoing maintenance, have made the Kanc Recreation Area safer 
and cleaner for all ages to picnic, hang-out or play during the nice 
weather! 


In August of 2002 Loon Mountain donated their equipment and 
volunteers worked for 3 days on widening the tow line and 
improvements to the Kanc Ski Slope. The equipment was moved 
by Conn Brothers, and operated by Lee Willey, David Dovholuk 
and Gene Smith. Thank you all! Later that month the Recreation 
Department received the new (used) Bombardier Groomer that was 
approved at this year’s town meeting. Thanks to Gene Smith, Jr. of 
Loon Mountain the groomer has been almost entirely re-condi- 
tioned, and will be ready for use on the slope this season. 


This year the Recreation Department offered 35 programs and 
9 events for all ages of the community. New programs included Jr. 
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NBA & Jr. WNBA Basketball, and summer art classes for juniors 
and adults. The Recreation Department also offered four senior cit- 
izen trips this year; Hampton Beach, Fryeburg Fair, The Balsam’s 
Grand Resort Hotel, and Christmas Shopping.. 


Program use percentages for 2002 were: 
Lincoln 53% Woodstock 47% 


The Lincoln-Woodstock Friends of Recreation offered many 
annual community events during 2002. These included: Memorial 
Day Yard Sale; 4th of July Games & BBQ; Holiday Craft Fair; and 
Just for Kids Shopping Day. The Friends of Recreation use some of 
these events as fund-raisers for special community projects. This 
year the Friends of Recreation purchased a new rope for the Rope 
Tow at the Kanc Ski Area, new gates for ski racing at the Kane Ski 
Area, baseball and softball uniforms, trophies, and pizza parties for 
basketball, baseball, softball and soccer, and many program and 
volunteer “extras.” This year the Friends of Recreation have con- 
tinued to sell prints of the Kanc Rec. Ski Area.The original painting 
was donated by Jack Richardson, and the signed prints are still 
available at the Lincoln and Woodstock Town Offices. 


During 2002 the Community Building Committee divided into 
two “task committees,” the Community Ballfield Committee and 
the Community Building Committee. The Ballfield Committee 
continued their work with the School Board and Selectmen from 
both towns towards an agreement for usage for a new ball field. 
This agreement was signed by all three chairmen on October 9, 
2002! The Committee hired an engineer to design the ballfield, and 
designs and estimates were included in the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund (LWCF) Grant that was applied for in October 
of 2002. Work on this exciting project will continue into the year 
2003! 


During 2002 the Recreation Department was again awarded 
grant money for the teen open gym program. The grant was from 
Grafton County’s Division for Children and Youth Services, and 
we were awarded the money to pay for the staffing and equipment 
for this program! 


As we enter into the year 2003 we are looking forward to get- 
ting more of you involved in recreation opportunities. If you would

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SOLID WASTE FACILITY — 2002 


This year I have decided to not only give you the financial side 
of our picture but an idea of just how much waste and recycling we 
actually do at the Solid Waste Facility. For example we shipped out 
325 bales of cardboard, 73 bales of newsprint, 30 bales of alu- 
minum cans; this represents approximately 11 tractor-trailers or 
1.38 bales a day. We shipped out 10 tractor-trailer loads of scrap 
steel this past year. We also disposed the following items; 48 
stoves, 56 dishwashers, 45 washing machines, 1328 gallons of fry- 
olator grease, 213 sofas, 74 refrigerators, 28 air conditioners, 622-4 
ft. fluorescent bulbs, 72-8 ft. fluorescent bulbs, 19 u-tubes, 11 sodi- 
um vapor bulbs, 7 hid bulbs, 493 mattresses, and 161 hot water 
heaters. As for the every day solid waste we sent out 78-50yd. con- 
tainers of municipal solid waste or regular household waste, 77-40 
yd. containers of construction and demolition debris, and 24-50 yd. 
containers of co-mingled glass, plastic, tin, etc. When you figure 
out the cost of operation of this facility minus any revenue from 
recycling and tipping fees each taxpayer disposes of the waste 
delivered to the facility for approximately $45 per year per taxpay- 
er or .86 cents per week (NOT BAD). 


Some other interesting projects we took on this year were 
Household Hazardous Waste Day as well as screening of the com- 
post at the facility for use by local residents. We continue to try to 
work to operate in as cost effecive manner as possible and wel- 
come any suggestions you might have with respect to improve- 
ments at the facility. I would also like to express a word of thanks 
to my fellow employees Linwood Pierce and Tom Strickland for a 
job well done with no lost time this year due to performance of 
their responsibilities.

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HOSPICE OF THE LITTLETON AREA 
2002 ANNUAL REPORT 


In this, our 13th year of town funding, Hospice of the Littleton 
Area provided services to a total of 202 patients and families in our 
service area, which incldes the towns of Littleton, Bath, 
Bethlehem, Caroll (Twin Mountain), Franconia, Sugar Hill, Easton, 
Lisbon, Lyman, Landaff, Monroe, Woodsville/Haverhill, 
Woodstock and Lincoln. 


Our director, volunteer coordinator and hospice volunteers pro- 
vided supportive care in patient’s homes, at Littleton Regional 
Hospital, or in nursing homes to 78 individuals and families coping 
with the advanced and final stages of illness. In addition, our 
bereavement care program supported a total of 124 clients through 
mailings, phone contact, one-on-one counseling sessions, and a bi- 
monthly grief support group. It should be noted that we started a 
new bi-monthly support group at the Haverhill Senior Center this 
year. } 


Hospice of the Littleton Area continues its partnership with two 
(2) area programs. We provide volunteer and bereavement services 
to the North Country Home Health Agency’s Medicare Hospice 
Program and we offer supportive care to patients and families in 
the Hospice Room at Littleton Regional Hospital. In all our efforts 
this year, the Hospice of the Littleton Area staff and volunteers 
gave over 4200 hours in services. 


Our Volunteer Coordinator conducted an annual six-week (18- 
hour) Hospice Volunteer Training Program for individuals interest- 
ed in becoming volunteers or increasing their knowledge about 
hospice care. Eight people completed our 2002 Spring Training 
Program. Since 1983 we have trained 266 people and currently we 
have 65 active volunteers available to support area residents. 


There is no charge to patients or families for the services of 
Hospice of the Littleton Area, which was founded in 1983. This 
service is made possible through the generous support provided by 
the towns that we serve. Without the support of town funding we 
would be unable to continue to provide services to the many 
patients and families we serve.

Dear Friends, 


Thank you very much for the opportunity to again apply for 
financial support from the Town of Woodstock or fiscal year 2003. 
You have been very supportive to the American Red Cross in previ- 
ous years and we are very appreciative. 


On behalf of our clients, Board of Directors, volunteers, and 
staff, we are requesting consideration for a Red Cross appropriation 
in your next fiscal year annual budget. The funding requested will- 
support services provided by our chapter to the residents of the 
Town of Woodstock. We are requesting support at the rate of $.40 
(forty cents) per resident for a total of $507.60 dollars based on a 
population of 1,269. This rate has not been increased since 1992, 
even though the cost of our services continues to rise. 


The mission of the Red Cross is to help people prevent, prepare 
for, and respond to emergencies. Responding to emergencies 
includes providing disaster relief services, 24 hours a day, 365 days 
a year. The services that the American Red Cross provides are 
described below. 


Disaster Services—This direct emergency assistance includes 
vouchers for food, clothing, medicine, emergency shelter, basic 
household necessities, mental health counseling, emergency home 
repairs, damage assessments and building repair estimates. In addi- 
tion, American Red Cross disaster volunteers work as case man- 
agers for disaster victims, providing linkage to non profit organi- 
zations that offer fuel assistance, emergency care for pets, dona- 
tions of needed goods and services, and pre-disaster needs. All 
direct assistance from the Red Cross is based on verified, disaster- 
caused needs. We never send a bill for these services—ever—no 
matter how costly or how long we must stay on the scene of a 
disaster. 


Armed Forces Emergency Services - The Red Cross also 
serves as the official communication link between active members 
of the military and their families, relaying urgent messages regard- 
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ing birth, death, and serious illness. This service is also provided 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year, around the world, without federal or 
state government funding. 


Health and Safety Programs - Preparing for emergencies is 
also a vital part of the Red Cross mission. We achieve this goal by 
providing health and safety courses, including first aid, CPR, life- 
guard training, water safety and swimming lessons, and HIV/AIDS 
education. Each year, thousands of residents throughout the Greater 
White Mountain Chapter receive certification in these classes and 
stand ready to assist when help is needed. 


The American Red Cross/Greater White Mountain Chapter pro- 
vides these services to 69 communities in its jurisdiction, covering 
more than 3,000 square miles from Gilmanton to the Canadian bor- 
der. 


The Red Cross is not a government agency and receives no 
federal or state government funding. We are a non profit organiza- 
tion that depends on charitable gifts of time and money from the 
American people to provide our services. 


An appropriation of $507.60 dollars from the town of 
Woodstock will help to ensure that the Red Cross can respond 
swiftly in times of tragedy, crisis and disaster.

Dear Selectboard: 


Tri-County Community Action Program is a private, not-for- 
profit agency which is requesting, at your 2003 Town Meeting, 
$2,750 in funding from the Town of Woodstock to help support its 
Community Contact Division. 


The following is a report of services provided in fiscal year 
2002-2003: 


In total, 212 individuals from Woodstock received services. 
There were 145 services for energy related programs, including 63 
households for Fuel Assistance, 55 of which were approved and 28 
of which were elderly. Fuel Assistance disbursed $26,903 in bene- 
fits to 117 residents. Weatherization for two households totaled 
$4,721.00. Food pantry recipients totalled 51, there were 15 health 
referrals, 16 for income/budget, 4 for legal or clothing referrals.

Community Contact provides these and other necessary ser- 
vices for the less fortunate citizens in your town and surrounding 
vicinities.

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REPORT FROM MOUNT WASHINGTON REGIONAL 
AIRPORT TO TOWNS IN THE REGIONAL AUTHORITY 


The year 2002 was a challenging time for the aviation industry 
in the aftermath of the 9-11-01 terrorist attacks on America. The 
aftershocks were felt at Mount Washington Regional Airport 
(MWRA) into 2002 as air traffic was down during the first quarter 
of 2002, but increased steadily throughout the year allowing the 
commission to report a modest $5,835 surplus. 


The MWRA Commission is composed of volunteers who meet 
monthly at the airport terminal building in Whitefield. 
Commissioners are: Ken Jordan, Joe Elgosin, and Fiorian 
Corriveau, Whitefield; Brian Hardy, Dalton; Fred Hollis, Twin 
Mountain; Burt Ingerson and David Willis, Littleton; David Hill, 
Lancaster; Carl Rod, Jefferson; Jayne O’Connor, North Woodstock; 
E. Jon LaBrecque, Lincoln; Susan Simpson, Franconia, and Chip 
Holmes, Bethlehem. Meeting notices and meeting minutes are 
posted in member towns. 


Sources of MWRA funding include hangar leases, gasoline 
sales and appropriations from member towns represented on the 
commission. The Airport Commission recognizes that the generous 
financial support of member communities is vital to the airport’s 
operation. 


During the past year two signficant safety improvement pro- 
jects were completed: (1) a major tree cleaning project that 
removed obstructions along the west to east flight path, and (2) 
installation of a new rotating safety beacon. Ninety percent of the 
funds for the more than $500,000 investment came from the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) with the State Division of 
Aeronautics and the MWRA each contributing 5 percent matches. 


The year 2003 will be one of transition. Richard Polonsky, the 
airport’s consultant for several years, has stepped down to devote 
more time to his business. The Commission intends to recruit a 
part-time executive director to oversee development of the airport’s 
master plan, implementation of the marketing study, and to seek 
outside funding sources to solidify MWRA’s financial picture 
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through increased airport usage. 


The airport continues to grow. This year the Commission 
expects to review plans for additional hangars. In 2004, work 
includes design and permitting for a 500 foot runway extension to 
be built in 2005. 


On the human side of the equation, the airport participates in 
the Angel Flight program, enabling North Country residents to take 
advantage of free flights to medical facilities as far away as Boston 
and Worcester, MA. 


With the help of user pilots, the MWRA hopes to kindle more 
interest in flying among young people with airplane rides and dis- 
cussion groups with local pilots. The MWRA plans to have two fly- 
ins during the calendar year. 


The Mount Washington Regional Airport is a valuable asset 
supporting the transportation needs of North Country residents, 
resort hotels and recreation, and businesses. We welcome your 
thoughts on how we can fulfill our mission to the North Country.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
December 31, 2001 


NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING 
POLICIES 

The financial statements of the Town have been prepared in confor- 
mity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America (GAAP) as applied to the governmental units. 
The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is the 
accepted standard-setting body for establishing governmental 
accounting and financial reporting principles. The more significant 
of the government’s accounting policies are described below. 


A. Financial Reporting Entity 


The Town of Woodstock, New Hampshire, is a municipal cor- 
poration governed by an elected 3-member Board of Selectmen. As 
required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America, these financial statements present the Town of 
Woodstock (primary government). Component units are organiza- 
tions for which the primary government is financially accountable 
or for which the nature and significance of their relationship with 
the primary government are such that exclusion would cause the 
.feporting entity’s financial statements to be misleading or incom- 
plete. Based on the foregoing criteria, no other organizations are 
included in the Town’s financial reporting entity. 


B. Basis of Presentation - Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds 
or account groups, each of which is considered a separate account- 
ing entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, lia- 
bilities, fund equity, revenues, and expenditures/expenses, as 
appropriate. The various funds are grouped by type in the financial 
statements. The following fund types and account groups are used 
by the Town: 


Governmental Fund Types 
General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating 
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fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that 
are not allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund 
are accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general 
operating expenditures, the fixed charges, and the capital improve- 
ment costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used 
to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than 
expendable trust or major capital projects) requiring separate 
accounting because of legal or regulatory provisions or administra- 
tive action. 


Fiduciary Fund Types 


Trust and Agency Funds - These funds account for assets 
held or established under a formal trust agreement or Town 
Meeting vote, or assets held by the Town as a trustee or agent for 
individuals, private organizations, and other units of government. 


ACCOUNT GROUPS 

Account Groups are not “funds.” They are concerned only 
with the measurement of financial position. They are not involved 
with measurement of results of operations. The Town uses the fol- 
lowing account groups: 


General Fixed Assets Account Group - General fixed 
assets have been acquired for general governmental purposes and 
have been recorded as expenditures in the applicable fund. These 
acquisitions are required to be capitalized at historical cost in the 
General Fixed Assets Account Group. In accordance with the prac- 
tice followed by most other municipal entities in the State, the 
Town does not maintain such a record of its general fixed assets 
and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by 
accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America, is not included in this financial report. 


General Long-Term Debt Account Group - This account 
group is estabtished to account for all long-term debt of the Town. 
C. Measurement Focus/Basis of Accounting 


Governmental, Expendable Trust, and Agency Funds use the 
modified accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, revenues 
are recognized in the accounting period in which they become both 
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available and measurable (flow of current financial resources mea- 
surement focus). Licenses and permits, fines and forfeits, and most 
miscellaneous revenues are recorded when received in cash. 
General taxes, intergovernmental revenues, charges for services, 
and investment earnings are recorded when earned (when they are 
measurable and available). Expenditures are recognized in the 
accounting period in which the fund liability is incurred, if measur- 
able, except expenditures for prepayments, debt service, and other 
long-term obligations, which are recognized when due. 


Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for using the accru- 
al basis of accounting. Using this basis of accounting, revenues are 
recognized when they are earned, and their expenses are recog- 
nized when they are incurred (flow of economic resources mea- 
surement focus). 


D. Budgetary Accounting 
General Budget Policies 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted 
for in budgetary funds are controlled by a formal integrated bud- 
getary accounting system in accordance with various legal require- 
ments which govern the Town’s operations. At its annual meeting, 
the Town adopts a budget for the current year for the General, 
Water Department and Sewer Department Funds. Except as recon- 
ciled on the following page, budgets are adopted on a basis consis- 
tent with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America. 


Management may transfer appropriations between operating 
categories as deemed necessary, but expenditures may not legally 
exceed budgeted appropriations in total. All annual appropriations 
lapse at year-end unless encumbered. 


State statutes require balanced budgets, but provide for the use 
of beginning unreserved fund balance to achieve that end. In the 
fiscal year 2001, $110,993 of the beginning General Fund fund bal- 
ance was applied for this purpose. 


Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, con- 
tracts, and continuing appropriations (certain projects and specific 
items not fully expended at year-end) are recognized, is employed 
in the governmental funds. Encumbrances are not the equivalent of 
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expenditures and are therefore reported as part of the fund balance 
at December 31 and are carried forward to supplement appropria- 
tions of the subsequent year. 


Amounts recorded as budgetary expenditures in the Combined 
Statement of Revenues, Expenditures and Changes in Fund 
Balance - Budget and Actual - General and Special Revenue Funds 
(Exhibit C) are presented on the basis budgeted by the Town. The 
amounts differ from those reported in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America in the 
Combined Statement of Revenues, Expenditures and Changes in 
Fund Balances-All Governmental Fund Types and Expendable 
Trust Funds (Exhibit B) as follows:

E. Assets, Liabilities and Fund Equity 
Cash, Cash Equivalents and Investments 


For financial reporting purposes, cash and cash equivalents 
include amounts in demand deposits and money market funds, as 
well as certificates of deposit and short-term investments with orig- 
inal maturities of 90 days or less. 


The Town Treasurer is required by New Hampshire statute to 
have custody of all monies belonging to the Town and shall pay out 
the same only upon orders of the selectmen. The Treasurer shall 
deposit all such monies in participation units in the public deposit 
investment pool established pursuant to NH RSA 383:22 or in sol- 
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vent banks in the state. Funds may be deposited in banks outside 
the state if such banks pledge and deliver to a third party custodial 
bank or the federal reserve bank collateral security for such 
deposits, United States government or government agency obliga- 
tions or obligations of the State of New Hampshire in value at least 
equal to the amount of the deposit in each case. 


Whenever the town treasurer has in custody an excess of funds 
which are not immediately needed for the purpose of expenditure, 
the town treasurer shall, with the approval of the selectmen, invest 
the excess funds in obligations of the United States government, in 
the public deposit investment pool established pursuant to RSA 
383:22, in savings bank deposits, certificates of deposits and repur- 
chase agreements of banks incorporated under the laws of the State 
of New Hampshire or in banks recognized by the State Treasurer. 
Any person who directly or indirectly receives any such funds or 
monies for deposit or for investment in securities of any kind shall, 
prior to acceptance of such funds, make available at the time of 
such deposit or investment an option to have such funds secured by 
collateral having a value at least equal to the amount of such funds. 
Such collateral shall be segregated for the exclusive benefit of the 
town. Only securities defined by the bank commissioner as provid- 
ed by rules adopted pursuant to RSA 386:57 shall be eligible to be 
pledged as collateral. 


The Town participates in the New Hampshire Public Deposit 
Investment Pool established in accordance with NH RSA 383:22- 
24. Based on GASB Statement No. 3, Deposits with Financial 
Institutions, Investments (including Repurchase Agreements), and 
Reverse Repurchase Agreements, investments with the Pool are 
considered to be unclassified. At this time, the Pool’s investments 
are limited to short-term United States Treasury and United States 
Government Agency obligations, State of New Hampshire munici- 
pal obligations, certificates of deposit from A1/P1-rated banks, 
money market mutual funds (maxumum of 20% of portfolio), 
overnight to 30-day repurchase agreements and reverse overnight 
repurchase agreements with primary dealers or dealer banks. Under 
the terms of GASB Statements #31, Accounting and Financial 
Reporting for Certain Investments and for External Investment 
Pools, the Pool is considered to be a 2a7-like pool which means 
that it has a policy that it will, and does operate in a manner consis- 
tent with the SEC’s Rule 2a7 of the Investment Company Act of 
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1940. This rule allows SEC-registered mutual funds to use amor- 
tized cost rather than market value to report net assets in computing 
share prices if certain conditions are met. Therefore, the Town 
reports its investment in the Pool at amortized cost which would 
equal the Pool’s share price. 


Other investments are stated at fair value as of the balance 
sheet date. The fair value is based on the quoted market price for 
all investments. 


The Trustees of Trust Funds file annual reports with the New 
Hampshire Attorney General. 


Receivables 
Receivables have been recorded for the following: 


a. Tax revenue is recorded when a warrant for collection is 
committed to the Tax Collector. However, an allowance has been 
established to provide for future potential abatements. This 
allowance amounted to $30,000 at December 31, 2001. 


As prescribed by law, the Tax Collector places a lien on proper- 
ties for all uncollected property taxes in the following year after 
taxes are due. The lien on these properties has priority over other 
liens and accrues interest at 18% per annum. If property is not 
redeemed within the 2-year redemption period, the property is tax- 
deeded to the Town. 


b. Certain grants received from other governments require that 
eligible expenditures be made in order to earn the grant. Revenue 
for these grants is recorded for the period in which eligible expen- 
ditures are made. 


Interfund Receivables and Payables 


During the course of normal operations, the Town has transac- 
tions between funds, including expenditures and transfers of 
resources to provide services. The accompanying governmental 
and fiduciary fund financial statements reflect such transactions as 
transfers. To the extent that certain transactions have not been paid 
or received as of December 31, balances of interfund amounts 
receivable or payable have been recorded. As well, an interfund 
receivable/payable has been established to account for the Agency 
Fund assets that are held in the General Fund. 
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Long-Term Liabilities 


General Obligation Debt - General obligation bonds, notes, 
capital leases, and other forms of long-term debt supported by gen- 
eral revenues are obligations of the Town as a whole. Accordingly, 
such unmatured obligations of the Town are accounted for in the 
General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 


Compensated Absences - Employees are entitled to cer- 
tain compensated absences based on their length of employment. 
Compensated absences accumulate and are recorded as expendi- 
tures when they are paid. 


Fund Equity 


The portion of fund balance which has been legally segregated 
for a specific future use, or that is not appropriable for expendi- 
tures, is shown as reserved. The following reserves were used by 
the Town: 


Reserved for Endowments - represents the principal bal- 
ance of Nonexpendable Trust Funds which must be held for invest- 
ment purposes only. | 


Reserved for Special Purposes - is used to account for the 
unencumbered balance of restricted funds. These include the 
Town’s Expendable Trust Funds, and the income portion of the 
Town’s Nonexpendable Trust Funds. 


The portion of unreserved fund balance for which management 
has specific plans is shown as designated. The following designa- 
tion is used by the Town: 


Designated for Special Purposes - is used to account for 
the unencumbered balances of Special Revenue Funds. 


F. Total Columns (Memorandum Only) on Combined 
Statements. 


Amounts in the “Total (Memorandum Only)” columns in the 
combined financial statement line items of the fund types and 
account groups are presented for analytical purposes only. The 
summation includes fund types and account groups that use differ- 
ent bases of accounting, includes interfund transactions that have 
not been eliminated and the caption “amounts to be provided,” 
which is not an asset in the usual sense. Consequently, amounts

shown in the “Total (Memorandum Only)” columns are not compa- 
rable to a consolidation and do not represent the total resources 
available or total revenues and expenditures/expenses of the Town.

The Sewer Department Fund had an excess of expenditures 
Over appropriations for the year ended December 31, 2001 in the 
amount of $8,414.

NOTE 3- ASSETS 
A. Cash and Equivalents 


At year-end the Town’s cash deposits categorized according to 
risk assumed were as follows:

The Town of Woodstock, New Hampshire, is a municipal cor- 
poration governed by an elected 3-member Board of Selectmen. As 
required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America, these financial statements present the Town of 
Woodstock (primary government). Component units are organiza- 
tions for which the primary government is financially accountable 
or for which the nature and significance of their relationship with 
the primary government are such that exclusion would cause the 
reporting entity’s financial statements to be misleading or incom- 
plete. Based on the foregoing criteria, no other organizations are 
included in the Town’s financial reporting entity. 


B. Basis of Presentation - Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds 
or account groups, each of which is considered a separate account- 
ing entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, lia- 
bilities, fund equity, revenues, and expenditures/expenses, as 
appropriate. The various funds are grouped by type in the financial 
statements. The following fund types and account groups are used 
by the Town: 


Governmental Fund Types 
General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating 
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fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that 
are not allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund 
are accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general 
operating expenditures, the fixed charges, and the capital improve- 
ment costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used 
to account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than 
expendable trust or major capital projects) requiring separate 
accounting because of legal or regulatory provisions or administra- 
tive action. 


Fiduciary Fund Types 


Trust and Agency Funds - These funds account for assets 
held or established under a formal trust agreement or Town 
Meeting vote, or assets held by the Town as a trustee or agent for 
individuals, private organizations, and other units of government. 


ACCOUNT GROUPS 

Account Groups are not “funds.” They are concerned only 
with the measurement of financial position. They are not involved 
with measurement of results of operations. The Town uses the fol- 
lowing account groups: 


General Fixed Assets Account Group - General fixed 
assets have been acquired for general governmental purposes and 
have been recorded as expenditures in the applicable fund. These 
acquisitions are required to be capitalized at historical cost in the 
General Fixed Assets Account Group. In accordance with the prac- 
tice followed by most other municipal entities in the State, the 
Town does not maintain such a record of its general fixed assets 
and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by 
accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America, is not included in this financial report. 


General Long-Term Debt Account Group - This account 
group is established to account for all long-term debt of the Town. 
C. Measurement Focus/Basis of Accounting 


Governmental, Expendable Trust, and Agency Funds use the 
modified accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, revenues 
are recognized in the accounting period in which they become both 
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available and measurable (flow of current financial resources mea- 
surement focus). Licenses and permits, fines and forfeits, and most 
miscellaneous revenues are recorded when received in cash. 
General taxes, intergovernmental revenues, charges for services, 
and investment earnings are recorded when earned (when they are 
measurable and available). Expenditures are recognized in the 
accounting period in which the fund liability is incurred, if measur- 
able, except expenditures for prepayments, debt service, and other 
long-term obligations, which are recognized when due. 


Nonexpendable Trust Funds are accounted for using the accru- 
al basis of accounting. Using this basis of accounting, revenues are 
recognized when they are earned, and their expenses are recog- 
nized when they are incurred (flow of economic resources mea- 
surement focus). 


D. Budgetary Accounting 
General Budget Policies 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted 
for in budgetary funds are controlled by a formal integrated bud- 
getary accounting system in accordance with various legal require- 
ments which govern the Town’s operations. At its annual meeting, 
the Town adopts a budget for the current year for the General, 
Water Department and Sewer Department Funds. Except as recon- 
ciled on the following page, budgets are adopted on a basis consis- 
tent with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America. z 


Management may transfer appropriations between operating 
categories as deemed necessary, but expenditures may not legally 
exceed budgeted appropriations in total. All annual appropriations 
lapse at year-end unless encumbered. 


State statutes require balanced budgets, but provide for the use 
of beginning unreserved fund balance to achieve that end. In the 
fiscal year 2001, $110,993 of the beginning General Fund fund bal- 
ance was applied for this purpose. 


Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, con- 
tracts, and continuing appropriations (certain projects and specific 
items not fully expended at year-end) are recognized, is employed 
in the governmental funds. Encumbrances are not the equivalent of 
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expenditures and are therefore reported as part of the fund balance 
at December 31 and are carried forward to supplement appropria- 
tions of the subsequent year. 


Amounts recorded as budgetary expenditures in the Combined 
Statement of Revenues, Expenditures and Changes in Fund 
Balance - Budget and Actual - General and Special Revenue Funds 
(Exhibit C) are presented on the basis budgeted by the Town. The 
amounts differ from those reported in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America in the 
Combined Statement of Revenues, Expenditures and Changes in 
Fund Balances-All Governmental Fund Types and Expendable 
Trust Funds (Exhibit B) as follows:

E. Assets, Liabilities and Fund Equity 
Cash, Cash Equivalents and Investments 


For financial reporting purposes, cash and cash equivalents 
include amounts in demand deposits and money market funds, as 
well as certificates of deposit and short-term investments with orig- 
inal maturities of 90 days or less. 


The Town Treasurer is required by New Hampshire statute to 
have custody of all monies belonging to the Town and shall pay out 
the same only upon orders of the selectmen. The Treasurer shall 
deposit all such monies in participation units in the public deposit 
investment pool established pursuant to NH RSA 383:22 or in sol- 
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vent banks in the state. Funds may be deposited in banks outside 
the state if such banks pledge and deliver to a third party custodial 
bank or the federal reserve bank collateral security for such 
deposits, United States government or government agency obliga- 
tions or obligations of the State of New Hampshire in value at least 
equal to the amount of the deposit in each case. 


Whenever the town treasurer has in custody an excess of funds 
which are not immediately needed for the purpose of expenditure, 
the town treasurer shall, with the approval of the selectmen, invest 
the excess funds in obligations of the United States government, in 
the public deposit investntent pool established pursuant to RSA 
383:22, in savings bank deposits, certificates of deposits and repur- 
chase agreements of banks incorporated under the laws of the State 
of New Hampshire or in banks recognized by the State Treasurer. 
Any person who directly or indirectly receives any such funds or 
monies for deposit or for investment in securities of any kind shall, 
prior to acceptance of such funds, make available at the time of 
such deposit or investment an option to have such funds secured by 
collateral having a value at least equal to the amount of such funds. 
Such collateral shall be segregated for the exclusive benefit of the 
town. Only securities defined by the bank commissioner as provid- 
ed by rules adopted pursuant to RSA 386:57 shall be eligible to be 
pledged as collateral. | 


The Town participates in the New Hampshire Public Deposit 
Investment Pool established in accordance with NH RSA 383:22- 
24. Based on GASB Statement No. 3, Deposits with Financial 
Institutions, Investments (including Repurchase Agreements), and 
Reverse Repurchase Agreements, investments with the Pool are 
considered to be unclassified. At this time, the Pool’s investments 
are limited to short-term United States Treasury and United States 
Government Agency obligations, State of New Hampshire munici- 
pal obligations, certificates of deposit from A1/P1-rated banks, 
money market mutual funds (maxumum of 20% of portfolio), 
overnight to 30-day repurchase agreements and reverse overnight 
repurchase agreements with primary dealers or dealer banks. Under 
the terms of GASB Statements #31, Accounting and Financial 
Reporting for Certain Investments and for External Investment 
Pools, the Pool is considered to be a 2a7-like pool which means 
that it has a policy that it will, and does operate in a manner consis- 
tent with the SEC’s Rule 2a7 of the Investment Company Act of 
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1940. This rule allows SEC-registered mutual funds to use amor- 
tized cost rather than market value to report net assets in computing 
share prices if certain conditions are met. Therefore, the Town 
reports its investment in the Pool at amortized cost which would 
equal the Pool’s share price. 


Other investments are stated at fair value as of the balance 
sheet date. The fair value is based on the quoted market price for 
all investments. 


The Trustees of Trust Funds file annual reports with the New 
Hampshire Attorney General. 


Receivables 
Receivables have been recorded for the following: 


a. Tax revenue is recorded when a warrant for collection is 
committed to the Tax Collector. However, an allowance has been 
established to provide for future potential abatements. This 
allowance amounted to $30,000 at December 31, 2001. 


As prescribed by law, the Tax Collector places a lien on proper- 
ties for all uncollected property taxes in the following year after 
taxes are due. The lien on these properties has priority over other 
liens and accrues interest at 18% per annum. If property is not 
redeemed within the 2-year redemption period, the property is tax- 
deeded to the Town. 


b. Certain grants received from other governments require that 
eligible expenditures be made in order to earn the grant. Revenue 
for these grants is recorded for the period in which eligible expen- 
ditures are made. 


Interfund Receivables and Payables 


During the course of normal operations, the Town has transac- 
tions between funds, including expenditures and transfers of 
resources to provide services. The accompanying governmental 
and fiduciary fund financial statements reflect such transactions as 
transfers. To the extent that certain transactions have not been paid 
or received as of December 31, balances of interfund amounts 
receivable or payable have been recorded. As well, an interfund 
receivable/payable has been established to account for the Agency 
Fund assets that are held in the General Fund. 
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Long-Term Liabilities 


General Obligation Debt - General obligation bonds, notes, 
capital leases, and other forms of long-term debt supported by gen- 
eral revenues are obligations of the Town as a whole. Accordingly, 
such unmatured obligations of the Town are accounted for in the 
General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 


Compensated Absences - Employees are entitled to cer- 
tain compensated absences based on their length of employment. 
Compensated absences accumulate and are recorded as expendi- 
tures when they are paid. 


Fund Equity 


The portion of fund balance which has been legally segregated 
for a specific future use, or that is not appropriable for expendi- 
tures, is shown as reserved. The following reserves were used by 
the Town: 


Reserved for Endowments - represents the principal bal- 
ance of Nonexpendable Trust Funds which must be held for invest- 
ment purposes only. 


Reserved for Special Purposes - is used to account for the 
unencumbered balance of restricted funds. These include the 
Town’s Expendable Trust Funds, and the income portion of the 
Town’s Nonexpendable Trust Funds. 


The portion of unreserved fund balance for which management 
has specific plans is shown as designated. The following designa- 
tion is used by the Town: 


Designated for Special Purposes - is used to account for 
the unencumbered balances of Special Revenue Funds. 


F. Total Columns (Memorandum Only) on Combined 
Statements. 


Amounts in the “Total (Memorandum Only)” columns in the 
combined financial statement line items of the fund types and 
account groups are presented for analytical purposes only. The 
summation includes fund types and account groups that use differ- 
ent bases of accounting, includes interfund transactions that have 
not been eliminated and the caption “amounts to be provided,” 
which is not an asset in the usual sense. Consequently, amounts 
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shown in the “Total (Memorandum Only)” columns are not compa- 
rable to a consolidation and do not represent the total resources 
available or total revenues and expenditures/expenses of the Town. 


NOTE 2 -STEWARDSHIP, COMPLIANCE, AND ACCOUNT- 
ABILITY 


Excess of Expenditures Over Appropriations 

The Sewer Department Fund had an excess of expenditures 
Over appropriations for the year ended December 31, 2001 in the 
amount of $8,414. Overexpenditures occurred primarily due to the 
receipt and expenditure of unanticipated funds. 


NOTE 3- ASSETS 
A. Cash and Equivalents 


At year-end the Town’s cash deposits categorized according to 
risk assumed were as follows:

C. Property Taxes 


The property tax year is from April 1 to March 31 and all prop- 
erty taxes are assessed on the inventory taken in April of that year. 
The net assessed valuation as of April 1, 2001, upon which the

The Town subscribes to the semi-annual method of tax collec- 
tion as provided for by RSA 76:15-a. Under this method, tax bills 
are sent on or around June 1 and November 1 of each year, with 
interest accruing at a rate of 12% on bills outstanding for more than 
30 days. The June 1 billing is considered an estimate only and is 
one half the previous year’s tax billing. The remaining balance of 
taxes due is billed in the fall after the New Hampshire Department 
of Revenue Administration has calculated and approved the Town’s 
tax rate for the fiscal year. 


In connection with the setting of the tax rate, Town Officials, 
with the approval of the New Hampshire Department of Revenue 
Administration, establish and raise through taxation an amount for 
abatements and refunds of property taxes, known as overlay. This 
amount is reported as a reduction in tax revenue and is adjusted by 
management for any tax allowances at year end. The property taxes 
collected by the Town include taxes levied for the State of New 
Hampshire, Lincoln-Woodstock Cooperative School District and 
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Grafton County, which are remitted as required by law. The taxes 
collected for these other entities are recorded in an Agency fund. 
The ultimate responsibility for the collection of taxes rests with the 
Town.

All debt is general obligation debt of the Town, which is 
backed by its full faith and credit and will be repaid from general 
governmental revenues. 


NOTE 5-OTHER INFORMATION 
A. Risk Management 


The Town is exposed to various risks of loss related to torts; 
theft of, damage to, or destruction of assets, errors or omissions, 
injuries to employees, or natural disasters. During fiscal year 2001, 
the Town was a member of The New Hampshire Public Risk 
Managment Exchange (Primex) Workers’ Compensation 
Program which is a pooled risk management program under RSAs 
5-B and 281-A. The workers’ compensation and employer’s liabili- 
ty policy provides statutory coverage for workers’ compensation 
and up to $2,000,000 of employer’s liability coverage. Primex 
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retained $300,000 of each loss through June 30, and $500,000 from 
July 1 onward. The membership and coverage run from January 1 
through December 31. The estimated net contribution from the 
Town of Woodstock billed and paid for the year ended Decemer 
31, 2001 was $4,359. The member participation agreement permits 
Primex to make additional assessments to members, should there 
be a deficiency in contributions for any member year, not to exceed 
the member’s annual contribution. At this time, Primex foresees no 
likelihood of an assessment for this or any prior year. 


The Town continues to carry commercial insurance for all 
other risks of loss, including employee nd public official fidelity 
bonds, health and accident insurance. 


B. Defined Benefit Pension Plan 
Plan Description and Provisions 


The Town of Woodstock participates in the New Hampshire 
Retirement System (The System) which is the administrator of a 
cost-sharing multiple-employer contributory pension plan and trust 
established in 1967 by RSA 100—A:2 and is qualified as a tax- 
exempt organization under Sections 401 (a) and 501 (a) of the 
Internal Revenue Code. The plan is a contributory, defined benefit 
plan providing service, disability, death and vested retirement bene- 
fits to members and their beneficiaries. Provisions for benefits and 
contributions are established and can be amended by the New 
Hampshire State Legislature. The System issues a publicly avail- 
able financial report that may be obtained by writing the New 
Hampshire Retirement System, 4 Chenell Drive, Concord, NH 
03301. 


Description of Funding Policy 


The System is financed by contributions from both the employ- 
ees and the Town. Member contribution rates are established and 
may be amended by the State Legislature while employer contribu- 
tion rates are set by the System trustees based on an actuarial valu- 
ation. All employees except police officers are required to con- 
tribute 5% of earnable compensation. Police officers are required to. 
contribute 9.3% of gross earnings. For the period January 1 
through June 30, 2001, the Town contributed 4.93% for police offi- 
cers, and 4.24% for other employees. From July 1 through 
December 31, 2001, the rates were 5.33% for police officers, and 


120 


4.14% for other employees. The contribution requirements for the 
Town of Woodstock for the years 1999, 2000, and 2001 were 
$23,929, $16,969 and $20,644, respectively, which were paid in 
full in each year. 


The State of New Hampshire funds 35% of employer costs for 
police officers employed by the Town. The State does not partici- 
pate in funding the employer cost of other Town employees. GASB 
Statement No.24, “Accounting and Financial Reporting for 
Certain Grants and Other Financial Assistance” requires this 
amount to be reported as a revenue and expenditure in the Town’s 
financial statements. This amount $5,160 has been included on 
Exhibit B-Combined Statement of Revenues, Expenditures and 
Changes in Fund Balances for All Governmental and Expendable 
Trust Funds and is reconciled to the budgetary expenditures in 
Note 1D. 


C. SUMMARY DISCLOSURE OF SIGNIFICANT CONTIN- 
GENCIES 


Litigation 

There are claims and suits pending against the Town which 
arise in the normal course of the Town’s activities. In the opinion 
of management, the ultimate disposition of these claims and suits 


will not have a material effect on the financial position of the 
Town. 


Grants 


Amounts received or receivable from grantor agencies are sub- 
ject to audit and adjustment by such grantor agencies, principally 
the Federal government. Any disallowed claims, including amounts 
already collected, may constitute a liability of the applicable funds. 
The amount of expenditures which may be disallowed by the 
grantor cannot be determined at this time although the Town 
expects such amounts, if any, to be immaterial.
